C. 0. Vetoes M/Cs 


It is official. The commanding officer 
of the Long Beach Naval Station is op- 
posed to motorcycles on station, and he 
will not permit them as long as he is 
in charge. 

There is some consolation on the 
way for 1500 motorcycle owners who 
park their motorcycles outside the 
Naval Station to the like of thieves. 
Plans are to fence in a special motor- 
cycle parking area at gate 9, install 
good lighting, and to have the parking 
in view of a sentry at all times. 

Recently, there has been popular 
belief that motorcycles may soon be 
permitted on the station. Perhaps this 
belief was founded by a favorable dis- 
cussion at a safety council meeting that 
concerned allowing motorcycles on the 
Naval Station or by Honda's safety film, 
“The Invisible Circle.” The film is pro- 
vided for showing aboard ships or on 
the Naval Installations through the 
courtesy of the Long Beach Police De- 
partment. It is in popular demand by 
men charged with safety programs, for 
it provides a pleasing contrast to the 
gory films usually produced by some 
distant state's highway department and 
commonly available for safety programs. 

Respect to motorcycle owners sta- 
tioned aboard ships at Long Beach rates 
good; but the station commanding officer 
has absolute authority for base policies. 
If he should not like dill pickles served 
in the station's dining rooms, then he 
could scratch them from the station's 
menu and there would be no more dill 
pickles until another man succeeded his 
position of command. His successor 
will take over with the same policies in 
force, and he is not likely to change 
them without reason. Someone must 
request in a persuasive manner that dill 
pickles be placed on the menu. 

The answer is definitely no to motor- 
cycles onthe Long Beach Naval Station, 
but I suggest that service men stationed 
on other military installations where 


motorcycles are not permitted submit a 
letter through their official channel to 
request a changein policy.If the answer 
is no, try again when a new man takes 
command —— fortunately the command 
changes frequently. Someday, there may 
be a man in charge who has owned a 
motorcycle or sports car during his 
youth, and he likely will approve. Once 
a few of the large Naval Bases permit 
motorcycles, surely this will start a 
trend that smaller ones will be willing 
to follow. 

The best approach to work with mili- 
tary authorities is individually from 
within a command. Pressures from asso- 
ciations, groups, firms, or politicians 
only hardens the opposition when it 
questions a commander’s authority. 

To get a request to the front office, 
it must be very brief and through the 
proper channels (military chain of com- 
mand). Belowis a sample of this method:

Dirtdigger’s Dilemma 

June 2, 1966 we, the Dirtdiggers, 
presented an open letter to the Dist- 
rict 37 Sports Committee, announcing 
our joint membership in both AMA and 
the ACA. This was done to allow 
**pro"' riders to participate in our events 
in the ACA category at least. In other 
words, each event in the future, would 
have a sanction. We felt this was to 
everyone's advantage, as no rider 
would be banned from competition. 

June 6, 1966 Mr. Kuchler as Exec- 
utive Secretary of the AMA in Ohio, 
advised us by air mail, that our AMA 
charter would not be renewed, and 
since we were no longer chartered, our 
AMA sanction for the June 26, 1966 
event was cancelled. Our sanction fee, 
which we paid in December of 1965 was 
refunded. Our charter renewal check 
was returned. 

June 14, 1966 we again wrote the 
AMA telling them our letter was not 
to be interpreted as our resignation 
from the AMA, but that we felt it was 








proper to debate their actions and 
policies. We sent back our charter 
renewal and sanction fees to them at 
this time. 

June 14, 1966 (evening) we were 
asked to attend a joint meeting of the 
Competition Comm. and Board of Dir- 
etors of Dist 37. The National AMA 
Representative was present and advised 
us that if we dropped our ACA affil- 
iation for June 26, 1966, our charter 
and sanction would be renewed im- 
mediately. Since previous obligations 
by our club prohibited our compliance 
we have not accepted the ultimatum as 
of this writing. 

The AMA will not permit a motor 
cyclist to compete in an event not 
sanctioned by themselves, regardless 
of where, when or how the individual 
feels. It also appears that we (or you). 
are not permitted to belong to a group 
outside AMA Jurisdiction (some of us 
do belong to other gropus, clubs and 
organizations, but didn't know of this 
infraction).

Elliott Schultz, former National Num- 
ber 27, now belongs to that rather large 
group of racers who couldn't make a 
retirement stick. In the middle of the 
1965 season, Elliott hung up his leathers 
because he was tired and felt that to 
continue! would be pushing his luck. 
Racing though, is like a disease. It gets 
in your blood and once it’s there it is 
difficult, if not impossible, to cure. 

Elliott first rode a motorcycle in 
1957 at the age of 20 when he moved to 
California from his home in Romules, 
Michigan. He enjoyed riding in the dirt 
but didn’t learn that there was such a 
thing as motorcycle racing until the 
following year. It was then, in 1958, 
that he began riding sportsman events. 

Two years later he joined the pro- 
fessional ranks and began his climb to 
prominence. Elliott graduated to Expert 
status in 1960 and earned his National 
number a year later. 

Although considering himself a con- 
servative rider (“You can’t win races in 
a hospital bed”), Elliott has nonetheless 
given the fans and himself many memor- 
able races. High on his list of memories 
are the winning of Dodge City in 1963 
as a first year Expert and taking the 
one, five, and fifteen-lap Expert records 
at Ascot. 

When Elliott retired, he gave up his 
National Number which is now carried 
by his Royal Enfield teammate Guy 
Louis. The Enfields that these two men 
ride are owned and tuned by Shell Thuet 
of Shell Motors in Lynwood and are the 
only machines that have been able to 
break the BSA-Harley-Davidson hold on 
the local oval with any regularity. The 
relationship between Elliott and Shell 
is much more than just sponsor and 
rider for Elliott has been riding for Shell 


Sponsored by the AMA and the ACA. 
If the club is nutsenough to pay Cooley 
a sanction fee then let them go ahead 
but will the riders now have to join 
the ACA to ride the event? (Editor - 
Yes.) If so then Cooley now has his 
hand into the AMA pocket that he has 
so long tried for. You interviewed Neil 
Keen a few weeks ago, now how about 
doing an interview with some rider 
that has gone out to Willow Springs to 
road race and ask him how much it 
cost him, total, before he was allowed 
on thetrack. Ask also what it costs just 
to practice at Willow when Cooley is 
in command. 

Ask any AMA rider what it cost him 
to goto Riverside and be a '*Good Guy'* 
to help out the sport of racing if he 
went there not belonging to the ACA, 
AFM, FIM and all those other combin- 
ations of letters that spell out private 
enterprise. 

Ask also any rider that has ever 
been injured in an ACA road race and 
find out what a problem he had getting 
his so-called racing insurance coverage.

*Mr. Cooley should get over the idea 
of becoming such a big man in cycle 
racing and column writing and look at 
himself in the mirror, then go out to 
Ascot and see what good racing really 
is all about. Better yet, he is an ad- 
vocate of all that is European in cycle 
racing. Maybe they could use such a 
talented man of this ability overthere. 

He has tried for years to run the 
AMA and the FIM into the ground and 
has not succeeded, his hit and miss 
column in your paper is just a dying 
breath. You and your readers are the 
only ones that must suffer with this 
weekly sewage.

The Committee for Better Motorcycling 
took its place as a member of the South- 
ern California Road Riders Committee 
during their June meeting in Alhambra. 

For the past three years, the CBM 
has worked in close liaison with the 
RRC in promoting road events and im- 
proving the caliber of the sport. Many 
RRC representatives belong to the CBM 
or assist in its work. 

Not being an organized motorcycle 
club, per se, and thus with no axes to 
grind, the CBM has offered a viewpoint 
in RRC deliberations that in most ine 
stances has been representative of oute 
rider views.

During a period in which the CBM 
was without a vote or even a voice due 
to a ruling of the chairman citing an 
obscure constitutional clause, repre 
sentatives of three other clubs took up 
a collection and funded the CBM to 
obtain membership in the RRC. The 
Committee is represented on the RRC 
floor by Del Brummet and Mark Catlow.

writing chores: 


May 13, 1963 — Monday 
ON THE MOVE 


We got up pretty early. I drove most 
of the day. We crossed a corner of 
Kansas and later entered into Missouri 
to make our sixth state. After a few 
hours we crossed the Mississippi River 
on a toll bridge, thus entered Illinois. 


‘We drove for hundreds of miles through 


beautiful green pastures and trees (on 
the highway that is), still on Route 66. 

In Springfield, Illinois we decided to 
stop and get a bite to eat so I turned 
into a drive-in and nearly caused a 
catastrophe, for where I thought was a 
road was nothing of the kind, just a 
telephone pole. So I turned up theroad 
due to no other alternative and scared 
the wits out of us andthe oncoming cars, 
We decided not to eat here because of 
our embarrassment and drove on up the 
Toad.

We really hated to have to ask 
my dad or anybody else for help but we 
had no alternative due to the fact that 
we had spent most of our money on gas 
already and had barely enough to make 
it to Michigan. 


Also another accident happened this 
morning. Mark got his finger smashed in 
the rear door. We went to a drug store 
and they wrapped it up for him. Mark got 
dizzy and I thought he was going to 
pass out due to shock, although he said 
it wasn't the pain that did it. The cut 
was down to the bone. When we left the 
drug store the nice man gave Marty a 
lollypop so he would feel better. 

Anyhow, my father, causing great 
relief, said he would try to sell my car 
as soon as possible. After that we went 
to bed in the back of the truck feeling 
much better. 


May 14, 1963 — Tuesday 
CONFUSION IN THE WINDY CITY 


Mark and I got up. I asked the guy at 
the station if it would be okay to work 
on the truck where we were. We un- 
loaded Mark's bike, took along our spare 
radio with us and rode down to the junk 
yard. We bought another axle for $10 
and it was a small task of putting in the

axle once we figured out how 1t goes in. 

We were off and on our way once 
again. Nothing much happened of interest 
except that we hit a big ol’ wind after 
going through St. Louis. We got into 
Chicago about 5:30. Man, what an enore 
mous place. I was amazed at the size 
ofthe city and the buildings themselves. 
We drove down the main street and 
everybody on the road started honking 
and waving. We didn't know what in hell 
was coming off. We just waved back. It 
turned out that the cause of all the ex- 
citement wasn’t because of their friend- 
liness. We found out that we were 
‘driving on a boulevard and trucks were 
illegal on these roads, and have to 
drive on the lane to the right, divided 
by an island.

rain pants to help keep warm. These 
really protect from the wind, and, by the 
time we got to Indio, the wind had died 
down. It seemed warmer until the sun 
set, when it got colder and colder, so 
by thetime we reached Brawley, we were 
ready to call it quits. The motel had 
only one room left — 2 double beds in 
one room. And so our families' really 
close relationship began! When we had 
unpacked the saddlebags and gear from 
our “cycles (the first of so many many 
times),we stared with horror at our over- 
flowing room. How would we ever get it 
all back! But we did — time after time, 
to the amazement of other Americans 
touring Mexico in cars with umpteen 
suitcases. 

Sunday — March 6 


Under way at 8:30 we arrived at the 
border, Calexico-Mexicali, at 9:30. Spent 
a lot of time there between having our 
tourist cards checked and obtaining in- 
surance, but at 11:30 we were finally 
on our way. Finally, we were on Mexico 
2 — the route that parallels the U.S. 
border east as far as Sonoyta, where it 
dips south and then east to join Mexico 
15 at Santa Ana, Mexico — the Western 
route to Mexico City, our destination! 

It was Sunday, a lot of traffic, fami- 
lies go out for Sunday rides there, as 
here, and the road was very bad. Stop- 
ping at San Luis, 46 miles later, for 
lunch, was a rather hilarious affair. We 
knew only a few words of Spanish and 
the waitress knew no English at all. 
The bikes had collected a crowd of 
curious people. This was to be the case 
wherever we stopped. We saw a great 
many small motorcycles in Mexico, but 
very very few as large as ours. Edwina 
and I received a great deal of curiosity, 
too. In the larger cities in Mexico we 
saw a few women wearing skirts and 
.riding side-saddle. People would watch 
in amazement as we put on our helmets 
— we saw no one wearing helmets ex- 
cept policemen in the larger cities. 
Ours were all white. 

From San Luis, we rode 125 miles to 
Sonoyta where we spent our first night 
in Mexico. We had to backtrack here for 
a few miles up toward Arizona to obtain 
our vehicle permit. The motel was very 
modern, very clean, and had purified 
water! There was one common fault we 
found with just about every motel room— 
the plumbing in the toilets was faulty 
(understatement!). With the majority of

Italian-American Joint Venture 
Highlight of Motorcycle Exhibit 


In 1960 two of the oldest and most 
respected names in motorcycle produc- 
tion joined forces to make and sell a 
new line of lightweight motorcycle in 
the American and world markets. 

The venerable Harley-Davidson firm 
of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, entered an 
equal-share joint venture with the Aero- 
nattica Macchi company of Varese, 
Italy. A special plant was established 
at the Italian location for the serial pro- 
duction of two principal types of vehicle. 

Under specifications advanced by 
Harley-Davidson, a 50cc and 250cc 
model were designed in Italy. The two 
basic power groups have since been 
produced in seven different model varia- 
tions. 

Aimed principally at the American 
market for cycles, the Aermacchi-Harley 
Davidson line is nevertheless finding 
good commercial reception in other 
world markets as well. 

The latest versions of these products 
will be a featured part of the diaplay 
during the Italian Motorcycle Show 
scheduled for the Century City Pavilion 
Building from June 20 through July 1. 

According to a Harley-Davidson 
spokesman, the success ofthe American- 
Italian joint venture "...stands as a 
monument to international trade rela- 
tions, and a gratifying addition to the 
commercial marketplace...” 

The Italian Motorcycle Show is held 
underthe auspices of the Italian Foreign 
Trade Ministry and Institute of Rome.

& ROAD RACES 


On Sunday, June 19, Suzuki riders provided more 
proof of what is quickly becoming an accepted fact-

Mulder wins road race 


Eddie Mulder scored his first major road race win and joined Ron Grant 
and Walt Fulton as the three stars at the second AMA professional road race 
at Carlsbad last Sunday. 

Triumph and Suzuki dominated the racing scene from start to finish as 
all three riders went undefeated three times out in heat race and Main Event 
competition. The super-fast Suzukis and the potent Triumph were too much 
for the balance of the field in the combined Amateur-Expert big and small 
bike classes and the Novice division. 

Grant turned in three ultra-smooth rides in the 250cc lightweight class 
for his first AMA wins. Walt Fulton Jr. got back into the winner’s circle by 
taking three more wins in the Novice class to add to his rapidly increasing 
list of road racing wins. 

Mulder entered one of the special Triumphs that were prepared in England 
for the Daytona events and proved to be the fastest rider on the track in the 
big bike class. 

Mel Lacher took second to Mulder in the two heat races before dropping 
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- Here's how Eddie Mulder zapped 
"the competition -- in spectacular 
^ fashion, complete with wheelies,

out while running second in the 15-lap final. Grant was also in the big bike 
class on a Norton and up with the leaders when he too headed for thepits 
with mechanical problems. 

The race for second in the 500cc class was a wheel to wheel duel between 
Dan Haaby on a BSA and Skip Van Leeuwen on a Triumph. The position 
changed 23 times before Haaby edged ahead on the last turn to take the 
second place money. 

First Time Out 

Two new faces to road racing, Guy Louis and Dallas Baker, turned in 
exceptionally fine jobs of riding in the 250cc class with Baker on a Suzuki 
and Louis on his own Yamaha. Baker finished third in the final with Louis, 
fourth. It was the first time on pavement for Guy. 

Lacher, aboard a finely tuned H-D, ransecond to Grant in the 250cc final 
and showed vast improvement over his ride a month ago. Lacher is also new 
to road racing with the exception of once-a-year appearances at Daytona. 

The fast improving Novices again received polish that marks some of 
them as definite threats in coming seasons. Ron Pierce gave Fulton a run 
for the win more than once. Doug Boiles, Chuck Baker and Larry Pruett also 
turned in good efforts as did Jerry Howerton. 

Tony Murphy, out of the army and in his first road race this year, failed 
to crack the front-runners’ circle in two heat races and then came up with 
engine problems on the starting line for the Main Event. 

Buddy Parriott was on hand for his first AMA road race but did not ride 
due to forgetting to obtain his racing license from Columbus since his crash 
at Daytona in practice. Grant took over his big bike ride and his Yamaha 
was left sitting in the pits.

Motorcyclists, as a group, seem 
preoccupied with the present. Some 
thought is given to the future, of 
course, but the past is left to those 
who lived it and a few “odd-balls® 
who collect antiques. This is as it 
should be, for motorcycling is an 
active participation sport and those 
who would engage in it are the type 
who have no time for any but a cur- 
sory glance backward out of 
curiosity. 

It ill behooves us to ignore com- 
pletely that which has gone before 
because much canbe gained by part- 
ing the mists of time and bringing 
to the present those ideas and pro- 
ducts that can serve our current 
needs. That the past does hold such 
useful items was proven recently at 
the Long Beach Indoor Short Track 
races when Dan Haaby (National 
#22) took second place in the “A” 
Main Event on the 9th of April and 
won both the Trophy Dash and the 
“A” Main on the 30th with a 1937 
BSA. 

This machine, one of three owned 
by Louie Thomas of Modern Cycle 
Works in East Los Angeles, is a 
250cc Empire Star which was the 
smallest of the three sporting bikes 
built by BSA at that time. It was 
from these machines that the famous 
“Gold Star” models were developed 
and a quick glance at the machine 
will reveal many points of similarity. 

Being 29 years old is not the 
only reason that this is a strange 
racing mount--the thing was origin- 
ally put together from parts found in 
a scrap pile behind the BSA factory 
by Louie Thomas when he was there 
in 1949. 

The bits and pieces were brought 
home and with two other similar 
bikes was modified and raced until

1952. These machines were very 
successful during that time with the 
climax coming in 1952 when Nick 
Nicholson won his class in the great 
Catalina Grand Prix. 

The three bikes were put away 
then and it wasn’t until about two 
weeks before the Long Beach race 
of April 9th that Gary Bray, who 
maintains the racing mounts of Dan 
Haaby and Ralph White, cast an eye 
in their direction. Gary had a hunch 
that these veterans might be just 
the thing, and two days before the 
race it was decided to use the an- 
cient mounts. With only 48 hours 
there is little that even a tuner of 
Gary Bray’s ability can do. The 
bikes were simply stripped and 
cleaned up inside, fitted with suit- 
able handlebars, tank, and seat and 
hauled to Long Beach. 

That these “Vintage Racers” 
were up to the task was proven by 
Haaby’s winning performances, and 
White managed a Main Event seventh 
Place on his antique. 

Next November, when the winter 
season starts again in Long Beach, 
Dan and Ralph intend to use these 
same bikes, and with seven months 
to improve them they may just be the 
ones to beat in the great indoors. 

All this brings to mind thoughts 
of other men who have used yester- 
day’s motorcycles in today’s races. 
The last few runnings of the great 
Big Bear hare and hound saw Homer 
Drown out there with a 1920- 
something Harley-Davidson JD. 
More recently, someone was seen at 
the Bay Mare TT-Scrambles on a 
Harley of indeterminate age with 
hand shift, foot clutch and rigid 
frame.

That fine 
edge is lost fast without constant 
Practice,

He will not be able to 
keep on riding his big bore at the scra- 
mbles, gaining practice and getting 
better week after week, He will have to 
depend on that once a month at Ascot 
to develop his talents, unless he travels 
around the state a little and as an 
Amateur, that can be tough. The maj- 
ority of the Amateurs are not spons- 
ored, and most of our top Expert TT 
tiders were developed during the days 
when a rider could ride when and what

Maps showing restricted motor vehicle area boundaries and designated 
routes are available from supervisors of the Sequoia National Forest, Porter- 
ville, the Inyo National Forest at Bishop or from the Regional Forester at 


630 Sansome St., San Francisco. 


Connaughton says the restrictions were designed to "protect soil and 
watershed values." Restriction of trail travel by vehicles in the northern part 
of the Kern Plateau and within the Dome Land Wilderness also remain in 


effect. 


Industry Reports 
Sales At 
Record Level 


The Motorcycle, Scooter & Allied 
Trades Association reports record 
sales for the first quarter of 1966. The 
industry group predicted that final 
figures for,1966 would probably show a 
dollar volume in excess of $300 million 
(up from $225 million in 1965) spent 
by Americans for the purchase and 
maintenance of motorcycles and motor 
scooters. This would reflect an in- 
creasing trend toward the so-called 
heavyweight machines (250cc engines 
or more) as well as continuation of the 
interest in lightweight cycles and 
scooters. Unit sales could increase by 
morethan 200,000 - 750,000 machines 
-- according to the MS&ATA. Overall 
growth for the year should be approx- 
imately 40 percent. 

MS&ATA offical Arnold Mende also 
said that Current California registration 
figures for motorized two-wheelers have 
reached 350,000 making this the number 
one motorcycle state in the nation for 
this type of vehicle. 

The industry also cited projects 
now underway in providing assistance 
to federal, state and local agencies in 
developing uniform standards for lic- 
ensing the riders of motorcycles and 
scooters.

Starting with this issue, I hope to be able to, with the good grace 
of the editor, present a semi-monthly report on the activities and a- 


chievements of A.F.M. members throughout the state.

I will use this column 
to inform California’s motorcyclists of 
the activities of what promises to be a 
very active organization in the future. 

We are in the thick of the AFM 
points battle for 1966. Four points 
races have been held by the San Fran- 
cisco chapter, and one by the Los 
Angeles chapter with two planned by 
L.A. in July. After the sixth race we 
will publish the points standings in 
this column. The San Francisco chapter 
is really going great, At Cotati, June 
12th, they had a very successful event.

The L.A. Chapter organized its 
first race at Whiteman Airpark Stadium 
in Pacoima on May 29th and despite 
some pre-practice remarks about slot 
cartracks,the event was quite success- 
ful. A little disruption occurred when 
the president was hauled off to the 
hospital with a shoulder separation 
suffered during practice, but everyone 
pulled together and when I returned all 
bandaged up I was pleased to find the 
heat races being run smoothly. 

The track is quite challenging and 
does not allow one second's rest. An- 
other event is planned by July 10th, at 
Whiteman. We will pay 40% of the first 
$1,000.00 gate money, 50% of the second 
$1,000.00 etc. 

Hats off to Bob Braverman, Steve 
Gibson and Dave Hetzler! Their con- 
duct of the Road Racing School cur- 
rently being held monthly at Whiteman 
Stadium is really worthy of praise. I can 
attest to the fact that they are doing a 
very competent job. By my own obser- 
vation, and by the testimony of the 
participants, everyone attending the 
school was going smoother and faster 
at the end of the session. At the price 
($7.50) the experience is real bargain. 
The three instructors have thorough 
racing backgrounds and place their 
emphasis on improving your style and 
speed without endangering faster riders. 
The AFM endorses this project 100% 
and recommends it to anyone consider- 
ing road racing or wishing to improve 
their riding ability. 

There will be news and editorial 
remarks forthcoming in this column 
which will be pertinent to the motor 
cycling scene in California and on the 
West Coast.

Let me tell, if 1 may, without seeming to boast, 
Of a ride that we made from coast to coast 
On a motorcycle so shiny and new—— 
And no steed was ever more faithful and true. 
It was a beautiful thing, all polish and chrome, 
And my husband was anxious to get it back home. 
A German B.M.W., the best bike made, 
And nothing could ever induce him to trade. 
The world's finest cycle, do not mistake it. 
Could outperform any that’s willing to “take it”. 
Precision-made, workmanship unparalleled, 
In efficiency, comfort, safe driving excelled. 
A connoisseur’s dram, quiet and trouble-free—— 
These words are my husband’s——and well, I agree. 


Through Europe he cruised it in pomp and in style, 
Some four thousand miles——not a scratch did defile 
The bright, glossy surface, though he rode constantly 
Through rough roads and weather, it was accident-free. 
With this accomplished, he put it aboard ship, 

And stayed by “his beauty” the length of the trip, 
Then off the boat wheeled it, as proud as a pup, 

And rode it five miles-—and then cracked it up! 


And there lay his motor, all busted and shattered, 
And so was his arm, but that never mattered. 

His heart was dismayed, yet with practical view, 
He had it repaired until it was like new. 

And the money he save buying it abroad 

Was spent for repairs-—how elusive a hoard! 


It was then that he called me, long distance, no less, 
And 1 flew to his side to console his distress; 

That he'd ship it back home, I had never a doubt. 

(But there are some things that a wife must find out). 
Just a mention of this, and his angry voice flipped, 

"I'll drive this thing home——I will not have it shipped.” 
I looked at my husband, and shook with alarm, 

* But honey," I quavered, " you've broken your arm." 

My husband again said, and his voice was grim, 

“I’m driving it home,"——There was no changing him. 


I mustered my courage as best as I could, 

And went along with him as any wife should. 
We left the East Coast on the fourth of July,

1 was without helmet——this fact was deplored.

And my best Sunday coat with so jaunty an air, 
Compared to my husband, 1 appeared debonair. 


We left at five-thirty, with dispatch and aplomb, 

On that quiet July morning——we shot off like a bomb. 
I sat on the saddle, and clung to the strap, 

Soon I’d be accustomed——this was just the first lap. 
The air was quite bracing, our spirits were high, 

Not a cloud marred the heavens this fourth of July. 


The motor purred nicely, my fears were contained, 

But just ten miles out-—Oh, brother, it rained! 

Down came the deluge, to be more precise, 

It pelted our faces like pebbles of ice. 

We were soaked to the skin before we could don, 

Our raincoats and rain pants and boots that snapped on. 
We entered a restaurant, everyone stared, 

We hade left a wet trail——the proprietor glared. 

With breakfast consumed, we continued our bout, 

After fifty miles later we rode the rain out. 


The journey continued, and soon I'd become 

A little relaxed. How that motor did hum. 

My husband, no slouch, gave it all that it had, 
For a one-armed driver, he didn't do bad. 

We zoomed through four states the very first day, 
Drove five hundred miles on that holiday. 
Saddle-sore, weary, we could hardly unbend, 

A motel seemed like heaven at this day's end. 
But up with the sun at the crack of the dawn, 
Start up the motor-—away, we were gone! 


The next day went smoothly, the motor just whined, 
Over beautiful highways, we left three states behind. 
It wrapped up the mileage, that baby had power, 

And the fastest we rode was one hundred per hour. 

A smooth-riding cycle that seemed jet-propelled, 

The longer I rode it, my fears were dispelled. 

No incident marred this day as a whole, 

At dusk we were seven hundred miles nearer our goal. 
This was the most mileage we made in one day, 

No cloud marred the heavens, nor dimmed the sun’s ray. 
It took seven days, we did ascertain, 

Seven days of hard driving——six days we hit rain. 


My husband declared, “Let’s take the north route, 
And avoid the hot weather.” That I didn’t doubt, 
Yet I nodded numbly, as the wild wind whipped free, 
For I was his wife, and as such did agree, 

But oh how I froze, my face was so cold, 

My shaking and shivering could not be controlled. 
The wind from Lake Erie lashed like a curse, 

Now I have been sunburned, but wind-burn is worse. 


I'll gloss over lightly the next day or two, 

We saw beautiful country, but with purpose in view 
To traverse the miles quickly——they were gone in a flash, 
Trees dwindled to fences in our cross-country dash. 

I smile when I think of the picture we made, 

My husband in suitable garments arrayed, 

Helmeted and goggled, with beard fairly flying, 

Like a man from space, and like him, space-defying. 
While I with inadequate riding array 

Had acquired a red nose beneath my Paris beret; 

For our haste to get home left us no time to fuss, 
And the sight that we made must have been ludicrous. 
And many did wonder at us as we passed, 

The curious clustered about where we “ gassed”. 

We made a sensation where cycles were rare, 

Our comic appearance caused people to stare. 


We rode mostly in silence, so great was our haste, 
We dispensed with small talk, considered it a waste, 
But when of necessity, he'd turn his head, 

And I'd strain my ears to hear what he said, 

The wind took his words, and blew them apace, 

And all that I caught was a beard in my face. 


And many times too, I must confide 

During that long and strenuous ride 

I'd grip at the strap, and fall fast asleep, 
Rocked in the arms of Morpheus, deep. 

And the wind, as the miles went zipping by, 
Whistled to me its shrill lullaby. 


We rode through the badlands of Dakotas one day, 
And greeted Mt. Rushmore’s most lavish display—— 
Such beauty of structure, such grandeur of face, 
Of Washington, Jefferson, chiseled in space; 

Of Old Honest Abe, and rough-riding Teddy—— 

The sight of these four brought our camera ready 
To take pictures of men made historically famous, 
While tourists quite candidly took pictures of us. 


It rained there at Rushmore, the dark leaden sky. 
Foretold a wet night, and the lightning raced high. 

We were so wet and cold that a cabin that night 

With a bright-blazing fire was a quite welcome sight. 
“Not a night fit for man or beast,” my husband quoth he, 
While I warm and cozy, could but agree. 


Had we known what the next day would bring forth, | am sure 
We’d have stayed in our beds, and the door made secure, 
Nor have ventured outside on à day such as this-— 

Where there is ignorance, there is sweet bliss. 

We climbed many mountainous roads on this day, 

Whose twists and turns gave the motor full play. 

And the heights that we left in our circuitous wake 

Would cause less braver hearts to quiver and quake. 

One false move, a fact we would deplore 

Would send us hurtling down to the dark canyon floor. 


It happened at dusk, just about three miles out 

Of Cody, Wyoming, when we had our bout—— 

A rear tire blew out, and the bike with its load 
Lurched, swayed and wobbled all over the road. 

I clung to my husband with all of my might, 

While it veered to the left and then to the right. 

I scarcely dared breathe, for to make a wrong move 
Would have meant " curtains"——this, I did not approve. 
While traffic, undaunted, kept its dizzy pace, 

And my handicapped husband did his darndest to brace 
The uncontrolled vehicle without using his brakes, 
That he knew would have been the most fatal mistake, 
For it would have caused the cycle to flop, 

Our only recourse——to ride it to a stop. 


I froze with terror, in my mind visions flowed 

Of us and the bike sprawled all over the road; 

And I prayed while my man with the strength of one arm 
Kept the bike with its double load safely from harm. 
“That was a close shave,” his relief plain to see, 
And with trembling voice, I, his wife did agree. 

Now we had a blowout right here in a place 

Where cycles are rare, and parts hard to replace. 

We stood by the side of the road in the rain, 

And tried flagging down cars, but the effort was vain. 
It was fast getting dark and our prospects were dim, 
When a cyclist drove up——were we glad to see him! 
There’s an unwritten law in bike fraternity 

To help one another, wherever we be, 

And miles from our goal, stranded out on the road 
Came a cyclist, adhering to the cycle code. 

We got a replacement after hours of delay, 

And cold, wet and exhausted, at last hit the hay.

Next day we hit Utah, the sun came and went, 
It rained off and on to our great discontent. 
With slippery roads, and those under repair 
Would cause less gallant hearts than ours to despair. 
There was one stretch of road, of a mile, maybe two, 
That was slimy with clay, and full of rats, too. 
We got ina rut of that slippery stuff, 
And handling a bike in it sure was tough. 
The first thing we knew, it was down on its side, 
And we in a manner undignified 
Were both underneath it, all in a huddle, 
For riders and bike had gone down in a puddle. 
We lay there awhile in that grey Utah clay, 
, bedraggled, and filled with dismay; 
And not one person stopped to offer us aid, 
But they laughed when they saw the sight that we made. 
We righted the bike without too much fuss, 
And surveyed the damage to it and to us. 
We were covered with mud, wet, dirty and cold 
But unhurt—— while the bike was a sight to behold. 
Gone its nice shiny surface, the clay that clung to it 
Disguised its appearance. My husband did view it 
With disdain——his pride, his beautiful dream 
Had fallen from grace, had sunk low in esteem. 
My husband was bitter, and turning to me, 
He said “What a mess!" I, his wife, did agree. 


We continued our journey, and rode on in the night. 
The downpour was steady——no relief was in sight. 
For eighty-nine miles the lonely road stretched, 
Loose-graveled, oil soaked, slippery, wretched. 
And as I crouched behind, mute, mild and meek, 
With heart in my mouth, and tongue in my cheek, 
The rain pelting on us, I made no comment, 
Traversing the miles without incident, 

Yet inwardly marveled in contemplative mood, 

I thought that a man would have to be good, 

To drive in conditions that would others disturb, 
Yet this man with one good arm indeed was superb! 
“My husband’s a good driver,” I thought inwardly, 
Admiring him secretly, I did agree. 


Next came Arizona, now that arid state 

We were sure would be dry, and the rain would abate, 
Not so, we found out, in the desert’s heart 

Came a flashflood that almost wrenched us apart. 

We stopped, for the road had turned into a lake, 

And the clouds poured their fury with no sign of break. 
On opposite sides of the bike, but unseen 

By each other, we stood——the rain was between. 
Great sheets that concealed each of us from view, 
We had heard of flash floods, now we knew this was true. 
“Was this then the end of our journey?” I thought, 
“To be in this whirlpool unavoidably caught?” 

My poor heart turned over. I felt so alone. 

When the clouds rifted suddenly, and the sun shone. 
The rain stopped as quickly as it had come, 

We mounted our charger, and headed for home. 

Off and on the rain plagued us, but we left it behind, 
And rode it out mostly——by now we didn't mind 

The forces of chance or the elements--—soon 

To our ups and our downs we became immune. 
Whatever disaster was to befall us, we vowed 

Could touch us but lightly-—we would not be cowed.

The next day we rode beneath the hot desert sun
